W098/24737 teaches a non-oxide 
ceramic fiber rather than a fiber comprising one of carbon, polyacrylonitrile or rayon as 
required by the claims. WO 02/28801 fails to teach or fairly suggest a residual silicon 
content less 5 volume %.
